To Study Cost 
Of Underpass 


R. G. Manley, city manager, 
was instructed by the city coun- 
cil last night to conduct a survey 
on the corner of Foothill boule- 
vard and Campus avenue and to 
also make a further study on 
the cost of building a pedestrain 
underpass there, 

This action came following a 
report by Mr. Manley that he 
had discussed the matter both 
with state highway officials and 
officials in Claremont where they 
have an underpass. Mr. Manley 
said that the state official was 
not too much in favor of it be- 
cause he said it would present 
a moral problem. However, city 
offidials in Claremont said no 
such problem had existed in their 
experience. 

Commenting on the possibility 
that a survey might be made by 
the highway department, Coun- 
cilman Ray Sherwood said, “One 
ftate official doesn’t like stop 
signs and the other doesn’t like 
underpasses, so we won’t get very 
far by a survey.” 

Mr. Sherwood had reference to 
the report by A. Q. Sullivan, 
head of the county highway de- 
partment, that he did not favor 
stop signs on the Foothill-Cam- 
pus corner, The council had writ-

“If district committees were set 


up, they would have to be pres- 
ent at council meetings in order 
to function. In the past it has 


been difficult to keep the remarks 
of the various speakers directed 
to the matter hand, so if each 
committee is to be heard on each 
matter before the council, the re- 
sult is obvious. Nothing done! 

“We notice that the ‘sales 
talk’ presented by Barbour, Blaz- 
er and Carney has never stated 
how the district committees are 
to be chosen. 

“There is the proposal of Good- 
ban, Meek and Hottel. If elected, 
we will present a program to 
bring to a vote of the people 
whether they desire a change in 
the manner in which the council 
is elected, If the people want a 
ward form of government, then 
they would be able to elect a 
man from their own district. The 
city could be divided into four 
wards with the fifth councilman 
elected at-large. 

“In this way, each district 
would be represented legally and 
the council could make its decis- 
ions without being hampered by 
unwieldy committees which would 
have no legal standing.”

proved by the Veterans’ Asdmini- 


stration appraiser,” Mr. Nichols 
declared. “This is done, “not to 


discourage building, but to pro- 
tect the veteran from incurring 
a larger debt than he can pay.” 

As for business loans the pro- 
cedure is not so simple, Mr. 
Nichols continued. There must be 
tangible evidence that the vet- 
eran desiring to start in a new 
business will succeed. 

“It is only fair to the veteran 
that he does not invest his money 
in a business in which he has 
had no experience because the 
chances are against him that he 
will succeed,” Mr. Nichols said. 
“Also, if the line of business 
that he wants to go into is over- 
crowded we definitely advise him 


, against it and cannot very rea- 


sonably make the loan.” 


Mr. Nichols said that in order 
to provide information on loans 
and other matters of interest to 
the veteran, C. V. Thompson has 


been appointed as a_ veterans’ 
counsellor for the Bank of 
America here. He will be avail- 


able at all times to talk with 
veterans about any of their prob- 
lems, he said. 

Applauding the fact that ‘the 
veteran is getting a break in the 
at last,” Mr. Nichols 
said that the recent amendments
